No Orders Received on Quota 


City Clerk L. W. Cummings announced this afternoon that he is 


awaiting official word from the government anent the draft selec- 
tion which took place this morning. He says he has not been ad- 
vised of Oakland's exact quota and has not been provided with the 
official draft. The exemption officers are being thronged with eli- 
gibles for the draft, but lack of orders from the authorities have 
prohibited the exemption officers from starting their work. 


These numbers in the selective draft were drawn 


at Washington today in the order given. Ala- 
meda and Contra. Costa counties will have no in- 
terest in numbers above 3526, the highest number 
in~the largest district in these counties. As a- con- 
quence The TRIBUNE prints only those numbers 
that will affect eligibles in this section. 


The numbers printed here were drawn during 


the first hours. It must be remembered that the 
drawing will last all day and probably all night.

the next men in line will be called.

If your claim is disallowed 5>y the local 
board your name will be c i rifled and 
sent by the local board to the district 
board as one who has been called for 
military service ana not exempted or 
discharged. Within two days thereafter, 
If practicable, a list of those BO certified 
to the district board will be given to tho 
press with a request for publication 
will be posted in the offices of the local 
board accessible to the public view, and 
notice will be mailed to the address on 
your registration card. 
Therefore, If you have filed a claim for 
exemption and proof In support thereof, 
watch the notices In the office of the

HOW TO CLAIM APPEALS.

emption or not, you must present your- 
self for physical examination on the day 
named in the notice. 
From the day notice that you are 
called is mailed and posted you havo 
seven days in which you may fife a claim 
of exemption or discharge. The form for 
filing this claim is simple. If you wish 
to file such a claim— 


(a) Go to the boaa} and get Form 110 
for exemption or ForTt 121 for discharge. 
If the board has not the printed forms 
ask to consult the lorm pamphlet and 
copy the form shown there. 


(ib) Fill out the proper form and file it 
with the board. 


(cl Do this within seven days of the 
posting and mailing of notice to you to 
present yourself. - 


The following are the only grounds 
for exemption: 


1. That you are an officer, legislative 
.executive, or judicial of the United! 
States, a state or territory, of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


2. That you are a regular or duly or- 
dained minister of religion. 
3. That you were on ilay IS, 1917, a 
student preparing for the ministry In any 
recognized theological or divinity school. 


4. That you are in the mihtarv or naval 
service of the United States. 


5. That you are a subject of Germany, 
whether >ou have taken out papers or 
not. 


6. That you are a resident alien who 
has not taken out first papers. 
In addition to claims for exemption 
claims for discharge may be made on any 
of the following grounds, -which are the 
only grounds for discharge by a local 
board. 
1. That you are a county or municipal 
officer. 


2. That >ou are a custom house clerk. 
S. That you are employed by the United 
States in the transmission of mails. 
4. That you are an artificer or work- 
man employed in an armory, arsenal, 
or na\y yard of the United States. 
5. That you are employed in the serv- 
ice of the United States (under certain 
conditions.) 


6. That you are a licensed pilot regu- 
larly employed in the pursuit of your vo- 
cation. 
7. That you are a. mariner actually em- 
ployed in the sea service of any citizen 
or merchant within the United States, 
S. That >ou are a married man with a 
wife or child dependent on you for sup- 
port. 
9. That you have a widowed motHer 
dependent on your labor for support. 
10. That you have aged or infirm par- 
ents dependent upon jour labor for sup- 
port. 
11. That you are the father of a moth- 
erless child under 16 dependent upon your 
labor for support. 
12. That you are a brother of an 
orphan child or children under 16 de- 
pendent on your labor for support. 
13. That you are a member of any 
well recognized religious sect or organ- 
ization organized and exlstant Alay IS, 
1917, and whose then existing creed or 
principles forbado its members to partici- 
pate in war in any form and whose 
religious convictions are against war or 
participation therein in accordnce with 
the creed or principles of said religious 
organization. 
These are the only grounds of exemp- 
tion or discharge by a local board. 
Another person can file a claim in your 
behalf, but must use different forms in 
filing the claim. 


TEN DAYS TO FILE PROOF. 


Your claim of exemption or discharge 
must be filed within seven days of the 
day on which notice to you that you are 
called was posted and mailed. But after 
you have filed your claim for exemption 
or discharge you have ten days within 
which to file proof. 
The method of proving claims is very 
simple, but it is rather exact. If you 
follow the rules given below you will 
have done what is ix<4t'ired of you: 
First—Go to the local board and con- 
sult the regulations to find out the form 
number of the affidavits that you must 
submit for your particular claim.

The decision on your appeal -must be- 
made within five days of the closing of 
proof, and you will be notified by mail 
of the action of the board on your ap- 
peal. 
CLAIMS ON INDUSTRIAL GROUNDS. 


Only the district board can 
receive 
claims for discharge on the ground that 
you are engaged in industry, including 
agriculture found to be necessary to the 
maintenance or tne military establish- 
ment, the effective operation of the mili- 
tary forces, or the maintenance of na- 
tional interest during the emergency. 
Such claims must be filed with the 
district board on or before the fifth day 
after the mailing and posting of notice 
that you have been certified by the local 
board as one who has been called for 
service and not exempted or discharged. 
If you desire to file such a claim: 
1. Get or copy at the local or district 
board Form 161 or 161s, 
2. Fill out the form properly. 
3. File it with the district board with- 
in five days after the mailing and post- 
ing of notice that your name has been 
certified from the local board to the dis- 
trict boaad. 


PROOF IN SUPPORT. 


Only affidavits can be used In filing 
proof before the district board of a claim 
for exemption on industrial grounds. All 
such affidavits must be filed within five 
days after the filing of the claim. 
"Within five days after the closing of 
proof In any industrial claim the district 
board must decide the claim. 
If the decision of the district board ia 
in favor of the claim the board will 
issue a certificate of discharge. If the 
decision is against tne claim the district 
boards will so notify you. 
Remember that you have been called 
for military service and that the certi- 
ficate of the district board is conditional 
on your remaining in the kind of indus- 
trial service on account of which you 
were discharged. 
No such exemption 
shall continue-when a csuse therefor no 
longer exists, and your certificate of dis- 
charge may be withdrawn- or modified by 
the district board at any time that the 
district board shall determine that the 
circumstances require it 
APPEALS OF INDUSTRIAL CLAIMS. 
Only decisions of district boards on in- 
dustrial claims for discharge can be ap- 
pealed.

Of tie sixteen war vessels that may be on the 


ways at one time, seven, according to the Secretary 
of the oS'avy, could be battleships, two auxiliaries, 
such as transports, fuel ships, hospital ships; and 
seven destroyers. Should the needs of the nation 
ircquire battle cruisers instead of battleships, it 
tfould be possible to. substitute these on the longer 
irars for an equal number of battleships. 


In 1912 the shipbuilding facilities of the navy 


•yards consisted of one ways for battleships at New 
York, and one ways at Mare Island for auxiliaries. 
At the beginning of the present war the facilities 
hvailable were: Boston, one auxiliary; New York, 
one* battleship ; Philadelphia, one auxiliary; Nor- 
folk, one destroyer; Charlestown, one gunboat; 


Na\igable rivers must, be kept open and harbors 
in the \arious important ports maintained at a 
sufficient depth to accommodate the largest ship*. 
The engineers of the War Department know where 
the work is most imperative and necessary. 


Neglect of important waterways at this time 


would be detrimental to the best interests of the 
United States, a fact which Congress should 
promptly recognize.

All kinds of fruits and vegetables can 
be preserved in. cans or glass jars by 
methods easil> applied in the home 
Preparation.—The material is cleaned, 
peeled, pitted, and sliced as desired.- This 
has nothing' to do with preservation, but 
is simply to make the food more at- 
tractive and to avoid preserving useless 
material. 
Blanching.—Some vegetables are im- 
proved by dipping for a few minutes irto 
boiling water before canning. 
Exhaustion.—As little air as possible 
should be left in the jars or cans. This 
is accomplished by heating the filled cans 
nearly to boiling before sealing.

there will be experts who will spe- 
cialize on the work of the various 
bureaus at headquarters, such as 
civilian relief, military relief, promo- 
tion and control of chapter activities, 
etc"There has -been a great deal of 
question, on the part of prominent 
men throughout the United States, as 
to what sort of supervision is going 
to be exercised over this large amount 
of money raised by the War Council, 
a percentage 
of which, under the 
terms of the appeal through the 
chapters, must, if requested by them, 
be returned for their uses. 
"It is to place the responsibility 


for this very thing, upon each com- 
munity, to safeguard this money, and 
to see that it is used only for the 


best interests of the Red Cross at 
large, that this importance work and 
responsibility is to be decentralized 
from headquarters Into newly created 
divisional organizations. You, gentle- 
men, as divisional directors of chap- 
ter activities, will be responsible to 
your divisional managers for control- 
ling this situation. 


WILIi REDUCE EMPLOYEES. 
"It )'« hoped that decentralization 
from Washington headquarters to di- 
visions can be carried to a degree 
•which will reduce the number of paid 
employees at headquarters by several 
hundred. When this work is distrib- 
uted among ihe thirteen dnisions \\e 
are certain that the fifteen or twenty 
employees required by each division 
to do this same work can be pro- 
cured without expense by paving di- 
visional managers arrange with large 
concerns in their division to loan 
these clerks to the Red Cross and 
assume their salaries for the period 
of the war. This plan will be carried 
out in a thorough manner and a tre- 
mendous saving -will be accomplished. 
"But this decentralization will also 
accomplish more. Certainly no better 
control can be • maintained over the 
funds raised by the local chapters for 
Red Cross purposes, as well as the 
funds returned to chapters from the 
War Fund, than to have each division 
of the United States responsible to 
its own division managers selected 
from Its midst 


"These thirteen division managers, 
however, in addition to being re- 
sponsible to the general manager for 
the complete economic and proper 
operation*-of all chapters in their ter- 
ritory, are going to meet in Wash- 
ington, probably once each month. 
The purpose of their visit will be to 
meet with the war council of the Red 
Cross, and to be taken Into confi- 
dence in respect to the National Red 
Cross plans in general. To these di- 
visional managers the war cotmcil will 
explain, from month to month in as 
much detail as possible, the purposes 
for which the war fund, 'which has 
Just been collected, is being and is 
going to be used. Divisional managers 
can then take back to each section of 
the United States a message to their 
co-workers which 
that the money is will assure them
